Paris. Aug. 11.—As the official In- 


quiry proceeds into the Metropolitan 
tunnel disaster of last night the cas- 
trophe assumes most horrible pro- 
portions. 
So far ninety 
corpses 


have been found and tlio search is 


. not ended. 
At four o'clock 
this 


morning the smoke in the tunnel had 
cleared sufflcletnly to allow the de- 
scent at Menllmontant station. On 
tho. stairs seven corpses lay. They 
•were people buying tickets and had 
suffocated instantly. 
Further 
on 
the corpse ot the ticket agent was 
found in 
his 
booth. 
The fumes 


•were so dense that the firemen' were 
unable 
to 
proceed further. ' At 


Bounrenest' station forty-five bodies 
•were found and removed to the sur- 
face. 
The engineer of the first train as- 
cribes the disaster to a bar of iron 
falling from a car to the track and 
a "cross circuit" was formed, 
the 


•wood of the car being Ignited by tno 
electricity. 
The terrible mortality 


•was caused by the smoke having 
no escape except the stairways. Peo- 
ple left the trains trying to reach 


• the open air and were asphyxiated. 


Train Catches Fire. 


Two empty trains and two others 


full of passengers were caught In tho 
tunnel through the blowing out of an 
electric circuit, which afterwards set 
flre to one of the empty trains, which. 
In turn ignited the others. 


One of the trains broke down at 


Menilmontant station, which is In a 
poor and populous section of the city. 
This train was promptly emptied and 
the train which followed was ordered 
to push It to the repairing sheds. On 
the way these two train* caught flre 
and were deserted by the employes. 


Panic Prevails. 


.Meanwhile a crowded train reached 


Les Couronnes. the preceding station, 
and the officials, seeing smoke pouring 
out of the tunnel, gave tnt? alarm. A 
panic ensued, the passengers strug- 
gling to escape from the station. Amid 
the Increasing amol-c many attempted 
to return along the line toward Belle- 
vllle. These, It Is feared, were suf- 
focated. 


Then,the train officials lost 
their 


heads ami the station officials did like- 
wise. 
Everybody was running about 


and shouting conflicting orders. 


Engineer la Calm. 


Then a train came from tho opposite 


direction and was within the flre zone 
before the engineer noticed what was 
going on. He rushed his train back to 
the station he hid just left, and thcro 
another panic followed, but It Is be- 
lieved most of the cars wore emptied 
of passengers In time. 


The firemen for several hours were 


unable to enter the station or the tun- 
nel owing to the dense smoke which 
poured out In black clouds. Meanwhile 
tens of thousands of anxious people 
gathered about the station. 
All tho 


police and flre authorities were on tho 
•pot and the excitement was Intense.' 


Finally tho firemen succeeded In 


flooding tho burning mass and shortly 
afterward they were able to enter tho 
tunnel. 


The victims are nearly all working 
people.

Judge Crelshton admitted 
the testimony In the hearing, but said 
he was not prepare:! to say whether 
he would at the final hearing in Sep- 
tember.

twelve feet and even fourteen feet 
In length, but the eight-foot size la 
the favorite. 


Solid Base 


The difference 
between these ta- 
bles and 
other 
extension 
tables 


•with a center base Is that this bnso 
does not divide or separate when 
the table Is opened but l.nstcad the 
top Is pulled apart as In the old stylo 
and small "drop legs" support tho 
fends of the top. 
These small logs 


fold up In the top when the table 
is closed. 
The company Is con lin- 


ing Us output to the higher grades 
of these Uab)(p almost altogether. 
Mont furniture factories use at small 
sections Joined together. In place of 
the largo slabs, the Hnnsen factory, 
the largest wood used Is two Inch 
pieces, these sections are put togeth- 
er In the shape desired and worked 
as one blocls of wood. 
The reason 


for this Is that the larger Blabs tako 
longer to dry 
thoroughly and are 


therefore more expensive. 
Unless 


they are thoroughly seasoned 
they 


will surely crack. 


Long to Season 
It takes two or three years to sea- 


son a large piece of timber, while 
the smaller stuff reaches the same 
state In a much shorter time, taking 
perhaps only a pear to become well 
iicsoncd. 
The larcrp pieces 
of 


wood that oro badly seasoned will 
dry on the outside before the Inter- 
ior of the 
slab

and 
"checks" will be the result.

work can be done with wood that Is 
put together In small sections than 
In the big pieces for other reasons 
also for the grain of the wood can bo 
made to appear to more advantage.

Stained First 
First the rewly made table 
la 


stained with a preparation to gnt 
the 
different colors which tho fin- 


ished article Is to have. 
Then the 


wood Is "fllk-'l." that Is the 
pores 


are filled up with a mineral pigment 
which IK spread on thickly and thor- 
oughly rubbed Into the surface. Next 
a coat of almost transparent varnish 
Is applied to bind the 
filler. 
The 


varnishes that arc applied to tables 
and otlier articles of furniture effect 
the color and appearance of 
tho 


wood but little. 
Finally two 
or 
three coats of varnish aro put on 
and the coloring of the wood Is fin- 
ished. 
In some cases, no stain Is 


used and tho filler Is applied to the 
wood In Its natural color. 
When 


the varnish lias dri"d. tho surface 
Is rubbed down dry with 
pumice 


stone, and water other polish and 
"rotten stone" which Is an extremely 
fine powder. Is used and tho wood Is 
nibbed by hand with

may grumble, and squirm and sneer, 
and,hint, and Intrigue as It pleases, 
hut" It will not hurt him 
much—If 


It attacks him openly, It 
will only 


help him. 
No one will bo deceived, 


either. If it tries to defeat him 
by 


hypocritical support. 
The fact. Is 


that the country knows him, and It 
knows'Wall street, and there Is notli 
•Ing for Wall street to do but accept 
the Inevitable, with what grace It 
finds Itself able to assume. 


The west docs not like Wall street 


and never did. 
It has some wrong 


reasons for Its dislike, but It has al- 
so some right ones.

Island er 


therefore, in this part of the country 
have exhibited very little sympathy 
with the street troubles of late. Hap- 
pily so far as one can learn by aslc- 
Ing questions of those

know, there Is no sign of commercial 
unsoundncss on a largo scalo any- 
where In the west. 
It really seems 


as If the speculative tendency had 
expended

If -this 
Is so, the reaction In general busi- 
ness will no bo long or large and af- 
ter the re-election of President Rooso 
veil, we may look for renewed activ- 
ity In commerce and manufacturing.

Pope Plus the X Is now the head 


of the Catholic church of the world. 
Ho was first elected by the conclavo 
of cardinals and on Sunday ho was 
crowned and formally declared pope 
of tho Christian world, the represent- 
ation of Peter, the fisherman, the 
first pope of Rome. 


The world knows who tho pbpo Is, 


and reading from It can lenrn of his 
past record and can more clpsoly 
conjecture what the policy of tho pa- 
pacy In tho next few yeards Is to be: 
but It cannot yet give a final answer 
to the many questions with 
which 


papal policy has to do. 
For while 


Cardinal Sarto was not an extrem- 
ist, while h.o Inclined to the party or 
progress, and while he was account- 
ed as a member of tho party that 
hopes to close the breach 
between 


the papacy and tho Italian 
govern- 


ment, Plus X, may find that tho exi- 
gencies of bis position 
demand 
a 


course not entirely In keeping with 
his native Inclinations. Conjectures 
based on the past records of popes, 
often prove rash. 
It Is not 
to be 


forgotten that Plus IX.. \vho In tho 
early dayn of his pontificate was In 
sympathy with tho liberal tendencies 
of tlioHc times, was driven by force 
of circumstances toward the 
reac- 


tionaries., And even Leo XIII. was 
accounted more liberal than ho prov- 
ed to be In certain respects, though 
In all that was esentlal he was 
In 


touch wlth^ and encouraged progres- 
sive tendencies. 


But with the reservation

stances within and 
without 
tho 


church, the Catholic world and tho 
world at larce can reasonably look

For Cardinal 


Sarto was the candidate of tho Ital-
